A BOLD ADVENTURER. 


The Remarkable and Interesting 
Career of **Count’’ Zacharoff.

A Sad Joke Brings Disgrace Upon the 
Alleged Russian Nobleman—Zachar- 
off’s Recent Escapade—His Vain- 
glorious Boasting of Wealth and 
Title, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 11.—Among the habitual prome- 
naders on upper Broadway on pleasant days, for 
two years or more past, was a man just turned 30, 
with a distingue air, and apparently well-known to 
the better class of pedestrians, for he nodded 
familiarly to prominent society people who drove 
by him in their carriages. His walk usualiy ended 
at the Rossmore Hotel, where he lived. There 
were eccentricities in his dress that caused him to 
be noticed and talked about. The collar and hat he 
wore hada peculiar cut and shape. There was 
something justa little odd about his coat and 
trousers, and, although he observed good taste, he 
attracted attention. In summer, he sometimes 
wore a shaggy plush hat. His manners were fhose 
of a courtier, and he was always at the theater or 
opera.

Occasioual accounts were published of celebrated 
dinners given bythe Count inherhonor, and 
by the diva in honor of the Count, dur- 
ing the last two visits of the 
prima donna, Count Zacharoff was not altogether 
a.eutieman of leisure. Forsome time he helda 
responsible position withthe Mann Boudoir Car 
Company as assistant to the president, which was 
regaried as something of asinecure. He lost this 
nice place one fine day last week, and his yearly 
salary of $7,500,and fell into disgrace. through 
what he regarded as a joke.

where the general offices of tiie company are jo 
cated, and introduced herto his associates. This 
was the direct cause of his dismissal. but it would 
bave come had this escapade not happened.

Aithough 
he represents himself asa Russian nubile of great 
fortune and a nephew of the late Prince Gortscha- 
koff neither the Kussian Co.:sul-Generai in New York 
nor (he Russian Ambassador in Washington! know 
anythicg to his credit.

Lonpox, May 11.—Yesterday Prof, Arminius 
Vambery favored me with his views on the latest 
developments of the Afghan situation. “Peace is 
now ogsured,”’ said he, “I think for the present 
that Russia will sooner or later take Herat is abso- 
lutely certain, promises or no promisea, On the 
two ma‘n points youknow my opinion; first, that 
Herat is the key to India, and Penj-deh, both moral- 
ly and strategically, is the key to Herat. From 
Penj-deh, and fram there only, the vailey of Murg- 
hab can be passed to Bala-Murghab; 
thence the way is open tt i Herat. 
On this question,’ said the Professor 
vehemently, “I am the only European whose in- 
formation is authentic. Secondly, Gladstone is 
pulling down the prestige of the English. The 
Liberals are coming round to my side. The Duke 
of Argyie, formerly a strong opponent, is about to 
putaquestion in the House of Lords regarding 
Gortschakoff's promise, in the diplomatic circular 
of 1864, that Russia would never advance beyond 
Tashbkend, Already the German press is attacking 
me bitterly for my English lectures. People are 
saying that I am expressing tliese views for money. 
That isnot true. We journalists hars souls like 
other people, England is the friend of the world 
and J am the friend of England.” 

In reply to the question whether the Tories here 
were not using him asa stalking horse, the pro- 
fessor exclaimed, with a bitter laugh: 

“T a Conservative! How can a self-made man be 
a Conservative? Iam the son of a servant and am 
not ashamed of my origin. I am a believer in free 
thought, but not conservative, The meeting of tue 
three Emperors is 

A DESIGN TO’ RESTORE MEDIEVAL INSTITUTIONS, 
and only England stands in the way.” 

I asked why it was not better to fight Russia 
from the frontier of India. Prof. Vambery replied: 
“Because one should never fight a battle near 
a powder mill. Every expressed na- 
tion likes a changein fifty years. The 
loyalty of the maasses in India will be immovabie, 
butis notnow. The Ameer will be faithful to 
England, because he is a cunning fellow, I know 
him well. He knows that Russian success méans 
the absorption of his terri:orv, and En-clish snecess 
means his support. Afghanistan ts not servin: as 
a buffer Row, but asa curtain to hide Russia.” Vam- 
bery looks for an opportunity to visit America. He 
says: “America is my proper home. There nobody 
will ask about. my origin and coat of arms" Vam- 
bery is a Hungarian who, disguised as a dervish, 


traveled by hitherto untried routes 
through the deserts of the Oxus to 
Khiva, and thence to Bokhara, in 


1861-4. He is a voluminous writer on Eastern ques- 
tions. “Many Americans have urged me to go and 
lecture on Oriental life and adventures,” said he. 
“I hope to do so before long.” 

ALMOST A CRISIS, 


The political situation here amounts almost to a 
crisis. The Government will have a majority to- 
night on Hamilton's motion to stop supplies, unless 
an explicit declaration of ‘the Egyptian and Afghan 
policy changes the situation.

“He is well up 
on Australian affairs,” said Mr. Dean, \in introduc. 
ing a Posr.Drsparom reporter to him this morning 
“and I've been trying to get a little somevhing 


about Maxwell out of him." 

“Well, lam sorry,” said Mr. Tocke wich a smue, 
“but I am one. of the few persons 
who have no information or no new theory to im- 
part concerning the case.

Bourrienne’s ““Memoires of Napoleon Bona- 
parte” were given to the world more than sixt 
years ago, but until Phi iat (just publish 
there has been no = lish t tion. 

Bourrienne, as ~~ y knows, was the 

naparte. 


He believes and shows that Bonaparte’s chief 
and only motive was love of glory and war. 
“His favorite phrase,” says the secretary, 
‘‘which was every moment on his lips, must 
not be forgotten: ‘What will ope say, what 
will posterity think? The passion for leaving 
behind him a celebrated name is one which be- 
longs to the human mind, and with Napoleon 
its influence was excessive. In his first Italian 
campaign he wrote to Gen. Clark that ambition 
and the occupation of high offices were not 
sufficient for bis satisfaction and happiness, 
which he had early placed in the opinion of 
Europe and the esteem of rity. He often 
observed to me that with him the opinion of 
sap ed was the real fnemunetaliier of the soul.”

The. Singularly Unhappy Married. 
Life of Charles Dickens, 
the Novelist.

His Love for Mary Hogarth and His 
Deep Grief:-Over Her Un- 
timely Death. 


Anecdotes Showing the Curious 
Moods Which Controlled Him—A 
Man of Impulse. 


From the Chicago Tribune. . 

No novelist has dealt so directly with the 
home-life of the world as Charles Dickens. He 
has painted no historic pictures, but he has 
dealt mostly in interiors— beautiful bits of 
home-life, full of domestic feeling. Indeed, 
may say that his background is always the 
home, and here he paints his portraits, often 
like those of Hoga for strength and gro- 


his comedy-tragedy and depicts the changi 

fashions of the time, The’ color is frome ow 
a little crude, laid on occasionally with too 
coarse a brush; but the effect is always life- 
like, and our interestin it is never known to 


flag. 

"‘Rowhere else in all the range of literature 
have we such tender description of home-life 
and love, such intuitive knowledge of child-life 
such wonderful sympathy with every form of 
domestic wrong and suffering, such delicate 
appreciation of the shyest and most unobtru- 
sive of social virtues. Nowhere else such in- 
dignation at any neglect or desecration of the 
home, as in Mrs. Jellyby with her mission, in 
Mrs. Pardiggle with her charities, Mr. Peck- 
sniff with his h risy, and Mr. Dombey with 
his unfeeling selfishness. In short, Dickens is 

re-eminently the prophet and the poet of the 

ome.

Now, can it be possible that we must say of 
such a man as this that in his own life he was 
the opposite of all that which he so feelingly 
describes? That he desecrated the very home 
he so apostrophizes? That he put all his 
warmth, geniality and tenderness into his 
books and kept for his own fireside his sour hu- 
mors and unhappy moods? ‘That he was ‘‘ill to 
live with,” as Carlyle puts it. I can not 
believe it in so bald a form, but I am forced to 
admit that his married life seems to have been 
in npn! By unhappy and unfortunate. No 
one could state this more strongly than Dick- 
ens himself in the letter he wrote at the time of 
the separation. He said: 

“‘Mrs, Dickens and I have lived unhappily 
for many years. Hardly any one who has 
known us intimately can fail to have known 
that we are in all respects of character and 
temperament wonderfully unsuited to each 
other. I suppose that no two people, not. vi- 
cious in themselves, werd ever joined together 
who had greater difficulty in understanding one 
another, or who had less in common. An at- 
tached woman servant (more friend to both of 
us than servant) who lived with us sixteen 
years and had the closest familiar rience 
of this unhappiness in London, in the country, 
in France, in Italy, w ver we have been, 
year after year, month after month, week after 
week, day after day, will bear testimony to 
this. Nothing has on many occasions stood 
between us and a separation but Mrs. 
Dickens’ sister, Georgina Hogarth. om 
the age of 15 she has devoted herself to 
our home and our children. She has been their 


to ay, ies I will only remark of her that the 
peculiarity of her character has thrown all the 
children on some one else. I do not know, I 
cannot by any stretch of fancy imagine, what 
would have become of them but for this aunt, 
who has grown up with them, to whom they 
are devoted, and who has sacrificed the best 
part of her youth and life tothem. She has 
remonstrated, reasoned, suffered, and toiled, 
and come again to prevent a separation be- 
tween Mrs. Dickensand me Mrs. Dickens has 
often expressed to her her sense of her affec- 
tionate care-and devotion in tho house—never 
mure strongly than within the last twelve 
months.”

Again in the public statement which he pre- 
pared for Household Words he said, alluding 
tothe rumers that the trouble had arisen 
through his devotion to Miss Ho h: “By 
some means, arising out of wickedness, or out 
of folly, or out of inconceivable wild chance, 
or out of all three, this trouble has been made 
the occasion of misrepresentation most ly 
false, most monstrous and most cruel—involv- 
ing not only me, but innocent persons dear to 
my heart, and innocent persons of whom I have 
no knowledge, if, indeed, they have any exist- 
ence—and so widely spread that I doubt if one 
reader in a thousand will peruse these lines by 
whom some touch of the breath of these slan- 
derers will not have passed like an unwhole- 
some air. 

“Those who know me and my nature need 
no assurance under my hand that such calum- | 
nies are as irreconcilable with me as they are 
in their frantic incoherence with one another. 
But there isa great multitude who know me 
through my writings and who do not know me 
otherwise, and I cannot bear that one of them 
should be left in doubt or hazard of doubt 
through my poorly shrinking from taking the 
unusual means to which I now resort of circu- 
ming the truth. I most solemnly declare then 

this I do both in my own name and my 
wife’s name—that all lately w red rumors 
touching the trouble, at which I have. 
glanced, are abominably false, And that 
whosoever repeats one of them, after 
this denial, will lie as willfully and 
as foully as it is possible for any false witness 
to lie before heaven and earth.” . Which denial 
must, once for all, coming from a man of truth 
and honor like Charles Dickens, dispose of that 
convenient way of accounting for the sad es- 
trangement.

The reasons for the un state of things 
were of a much more complicated nature than 
this.

From the New York Sun. 
BERLIN, April 20,—With the first breath of 

spring, after a cold Easter, Berlin society awoke 

from its Lenten dullness to respond to. the in- 
vitation of Count de Launay, Italian Ambas- 
sador and dean of the diplomatic corps in 

Berlin. The unpretending summous to over 

800 guests bore the simple announcement that 

that “*“——- ——— was requ to spend the 

evening of the 16th of April at the Embassy.” 

It was, however, universally known that the 

Emperor himself had fixed the day, and that 

His poe with all the members of the im- 

perial f y still in town, would be present; 

it was also a matter of certainty that the cotil- 
ion would be rich in those surprises and gifts 

which had for several years already been a 

ial feature of these annual receptiont, and 
that in hardly another house could there be 
found a more courteous hospitality. 

The Ambassador has, so to uated 
in Berlin, arid won, step by step all his diplo- 
matic es in that residence, notwithstand- 
ing different missions in S Portugal and 
St. Petersb Count de Launay s at the 
death-bed of ing Chiftrles Albert of Savoy in 
his voluntary exile at Oporto after the battle 
of Novara and his abdication. He followed 
the remains of the father of Victor Emanuel 
till they were laid in the rocky vaults of the 
Basilica of Soperne. on the Pi ontese hills 
and has from those ‘early days been a loyal and 
faithful servant of the house of Savoy. He 
came to Berlin as an attache under Count 
Rossi, Sardinian Minister, and sang at many 
court theatricals with the wife of his chief, the 
not-yet-forgotten Sontag. He returned after a 
lapse of some years as Charged’ Affaires and Min- 
ister and obtained the recognition of the young 
liberated Italian kingdom by the Prussian 
Court. Shortly after this was an accepted fact 
the coronation of the present Emperor as King 
of Prussia took place at Konigsberg, the death 
of the ailing Frederick William IL. terminating 
along regency. The whole diplomatic corps 
was conveyed to acheter g cn pee town os a 

ial train, a ge ng set apart for 

mae legation, with the name of their respect- 
ive countries inscribed over the door. By 
habit, oversight or carelessness, Count de 
Launay’s carriage bore the label, ‘‘L tion of 
Sardinia.” ‘The young Minister refused to 
enter it with his suite, on the plea that he repre- 
sented no such. kingdom and that he owed 
it to his sovereign to insist on his new official 
denomination. His firm yet conciliating atti- 
tude swept down the barriers of Prussian offi- 
cialism, and before the train was allowed to 
start the obnoxious inscription had been re- 
moved and replaced, 

The Count spent in Berlin the anxious years 
of the Fran rman war,saw some of his 
best friends killed in battle, assisted at the 
unification of the German Empire, and was 
one of the first to greet by his new title the su- 
preme ruler of the conquering hosts. He was 
then appointed one of Italy’s first ambassadors 
to the new regime, and since the recent death 
of Lord Ampthill has become the doyen or 
head of the whole diplomatic corps. The Em- 

ror is personally very much attached to the 

Beant, and the Princess Imperial, so chary of 
her friendship, treats him on all occasions with 
affectionate consideration. He has attached his 
name to the Co of Berlin and the late 
Congo Conference as one of the plenipotenti- 
aries, as well asto many delicate negotiations 
in which his unwavering uprightness, great 
common sense, total absence of partisanship or 
animosity, coupled with ready tact and an un- 
failing spirit of conciliation, have been great

He wouldtalk. It is interesting to note how 
gradually he subsides after a week or two, 
when the gloom begins tosettle on him. He 
strives + spa it in vain, butday by day the 
wag of his tongue gets feebler, until, like the 
rest of us, he is reduced to a single “Good 
morning,” or, ‘‘It’s a fine day.” 
,  & SENSATIONAL EPISODE. 
One day a new lady came—a friend of one of 
re—and how she didtalk! Evidently 
she came from some place where talking at 
meals is allowed. She talked vivaciously, 
clearly and distinctly. This was noticeable, 
use we mumble over what little we are 
obliged to say. That’s the result of the disci- 
pline. But this lady wasa “‘norwester.” We, 
who have been ed down and broken into 
silence, were amazed to hear so many words at 
one meal, as well as to hear them uttered with 
such confidence and courage. That was some 
weeks ago, but we haven’t gotover it yet, as 
three times a day we meet silently, eat and re- 
flect over her invasion. Through this system 
of silence, so far from getting ac- 
quainted, we become as to each other 
more and more unacquainted. I do not 
know the people here now so well as I did the 
first day I en the house, because this dis- 
cipline of silence seems to place an ever-widen- 
ing chasm between yourself and those for 
whom your daily communion of thought is 
only ** morning,” ““Good evening,” ‘‘Fine 
day,” “Rainy weather.” The men women 
with whom you are forced to make these daily 
observations, — to keep up appearances, be- 
come to you at last mere animated nonentities. 
I think some of our boarders do talk a hittle 
when they can get safely away by themselves. 
There are two ladies whom I ayy <4 suspect 
of confabulating in the privacy of their rooms. 
It must be understood that an ultimate result 
of silence is that unconsciously 
we get to hold all talking as a sin. Our 
world was made to keep still in, to read 
in, to slecp in and to think to one’s 
self in, with as little disturbance as ible. 

Our landlady is always in a condition of 
dolorous impecuniosity, tending toward the

Dog Reasoning. 

Beyond the shadow of a doubt, the dog, besides 
his animal instinct, possesses the gift of reason. A 
few years ago many men doubted this fact, but to- 
day it would be very bard to find an intelligent 
owner of a weil-bred dog who would not really ad- 
mit it, and still harder to find one who would at- 
tempt to contradict or disprove it. In the dog, as 
in man, this gift may be cultivated toa greater or 
less extent, And depends much upon the quality of 
the parent stock.

bis only § friend, he e the dog 
go bring him help, and it left him, going to a gen- 
tleman on the street and almost dragging him to 
the hole where the boys had entered their stolen 
retreat; hearing a noi<e, the boy moaned, the gen- 
tleman made a way under, and just in time to save 
the sinking life. Nota hundred miles from my 
house lives one of many r families whosometimes 
run short of the comforts of life. They were out of 
fuel, and the elder boy, who often gathered drift- 
wood from the river, was away from home, Ther 
dog, a setter, was often the companion of the boy 
on bis foraging expelitions. Tne motuer and little 
children were huddied around the euwpty grate 
wishing for fire to cook their food and give them 
warmth. The dog stood by watching their sorrow- 
fui faces and showing his sympathy by rubbing 
his nead against their knees. Presentiy he wiuined 
at the door, and upon its being opened, he dashed 
off and was thought no moreof until neariy an 
hour later, when he scratched at thedoor and 
draggedim apiece of piank, which he had been 
seen to froma spottwo miles up the river 
bank, and from that day out he would ffequently 
carry home pieces of drift , rarely ever going 
bome,even from a hard day’s hunting,empty handed 
(mouthed). This case is well-known to many citi- 
zens of this place. Severai dogs here are in the 
habit of bring.ng and handing to persons—even to 
strangers—pieces of coal, stone or sticks, and by 
their movements express a desire to nave them 
throw it for them tocatch andretrieve. Among 
these are Kendall Sadler's black dog and Arthur 
Moore’sskye. Theformer wili stand beside a per- 
sou who throws a bali from him and will, tour 
times out of. five, catch it on the bounce, starting 
after it as the arm movesin throwing. This same 
dog has made a jump of eight feet high after a bail 
laced for him and gor it, The Irisa setter “Fire 
ly,’ when quite a pup, could be told, *Fiy, I have 
lost my pocket-boo<, huntfor it,” and sne would 
find it ina ten acre stubdbie fiel Another Irish 
setter, “Delaware,”’ could distinguish between 
boots, shoes and slippers; could tell mates, and 
could also tell to wmch member of the family they 
belonged. Could teli a newspaper from a book, a 
hat from a cap, and a coat froma vest. Knew the 
the names of different articles of furniture, and un- 
derstood almost everything which could be said to 
adog. Would sit in a cnair and rock, or hoida 
newspaper on her fore paws, and read (in her own 
language) low or ioud, slow or fast; and many ot#er 
tnings which showed an active, intelligent brain. 
Her son, “Dot,” was also a very inteliigent and, I 
am sorry to say, mischievous dog. Poor Dot was 
much neglected, i master being away 
from bome a great part of the time, aud 
he was compelied to make his own living. 
or often go hungry. He would follow the butca- 
er’s wagon, and watch a chance to grab a bone. 
Once he slipped into the shop and stoie a whoie 
m. An oid game of his was to spy around the 
kitcnen of any body handy and attract the cook’s 
attention, thea he wouid scratch up a flower bed or 
vegetabie row, ani, while tue excited cook would 
hasten to «estore the pliant, he would steal the steak 
or roast from the dish and vanish. Although often 
seen with the meat, he Was never captured in the 
act, and was so affectionate and 80 negiected that no 
one had the heart t» hurt him. He wasaiso very 
handsome, which perhaps saved him from the hot 
water of the angry cooks. Another dog, “Duke,” 
wade a practice of stealing door mats and ping 
them on our front porch; but, mark you, if we met 
him bringing home a sfolen mat, he would without 
@ word from us, turn about and restore it to its 
proper place. And shovid any oue of the owners 
of the stolen mats pass our porch he would drag 
our own mat on the top of the other or others ani 
lie on top of it as innocent-looking as Peck’s bad 
boy when about to meet his pa.—[Cor. Mirror of 
Am, Sports.

PERE GAMAHUT. 


Execution ef the Hired Assassin of the 
Aged Madame Ballerich. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, May 10.—Pere Gamahut, the murderer of 
Mme. Balierich, whose crime and trial created so 
much sensation at the time, was guillotined in the 
Roquette prison at 4:45 o’clock on Friday morning 
last. Evena French jury, with their irrepressible 
penchant for ferreting out “extenuating circum- 
stances,” were unable to discover any palliation in 
the case of this brutal murder, Gamanut was a 
hired assassin, the meanest kind of murderers. 
Mme. Ballerich was an aged widow who lived alone 
and was known to have considerable money and 
valuables, She had two sons in the government 
service, the reward of bravery during the Franco- 
German war. A gang of youthful thieves planned 
the robbery of Mme. Ballerich's 


residence, but their leader's cour. 
failing at the critical moment, they engazed 


Gamahut to take his place, They rang the door bell 


about dusk in thé- evening. Madame Ballerich 
answered the call, and as soon as the door was 
opened Gamahut 
DEALT HER A POWERFUL BLOW 
that prostrated her on the floor. She was then 
bound and gagged. As she continued to struggle, 
while the thieves were ransacking the drawers, 
Gamahut drew a large knife that he bad carefull 
sharpened a few moments before in case of need, 
and cut her throat, with the l.ughing remark to 
his companions, “‘Go ahead with your work, I have 
settled the old hag’ 

Having sepured their booty, the thieves de- 
camped and, before leaving, Gamahut pointed to 
the dying victim and cracked mbald jokes about 


her. A little child of ten years had seen 
the thieves sneaking about the premises, 
and furnished the pelice with such 


an accurate description of them that they were 
captured within a few hours. Gamahut alone could 
not befound. He leftthe city, and, failing in with 
some journeymen travelers in the country, proposed 
to them to join him in a campaign of robbery and 
murder. As his proposal seemed to shock them he 
added: “Blood does not shock me; my hands have 
been wet with it already. All Paris is looking for 
the murderer of Mae. Balierich and cannot find

On reaching the next town his companions in- 
formed the police, and Gamahut was soon on his 
way back to Paris, Hewas tried and sentenced to 
death. .

‘Don’ believe tnat, Judge, I never use slang 
or vulgar language.” Gamahut. who was 
23 years old, entered the orderof La Trappe, the 
most rigorous religious community in existence, 
im bis 15th year, but his innate viciousness was dis- 
covered in spite of his consuinmate hypocrisy, and 
he was uoceremoniousiy expelled.
